The work accomplished by the League Conference and Assembly held 
at Searcy, Ark., was exceedingly helpful to all in attendance, and we rec- 
ommend that a similar conference be held at a central point during the 
incoming year, and request fhat each pastor see that his League or Church 
be represented. 

We are pleased to have Rev. L. S. Parker, associate editor of the Era, 
with us, and are grateful for his wise counsel and inspiring address. We 
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note with pleasure the increased size, quality and attractiveness of the 
Epworth Era, and commend it to all our leaguers, pastors and parents as 
the most valuable help in our work among the young.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the President and Members of the, White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Our efficient and esteemed Sunday school editor, Br., 
Atkins, informs us that this has been a very prosperous year throughout 
the Church in Sunday school work with a large increase in the circulation 
of our literature and, in fact, a very gratifying increase in all lines of 
Sunday school work. Many of our schools have attained to the dignity 
of real schools, in which the youth of our Church are being educated, and 
thus the better prepared for greater usefulness. Here in our own Confer- 
ence we are glad to say we have been making some progress, but have not 
reached the degree of success we desire to see. The Statistical Secretary’s 
report shows an increase in the number of officers and teachers and 
pupils, also in money raised, but a decrease in the number of schools. 
Many of the schools failed to observe Children’s Day, while some seem to 
have observed it and report collections taken, but failed to turn the money 
into its proper channel. The result is the Statistical Secretary’s report 
and the Treasurer’s report do not correspond. 

We have received from the Auditing Committee $109.82; received 
before Conference $46.06, making a total of $155.88. Ten per cent, of this 
has been sent to the General Sunday School Board and 10 per cent, paid 
to the Board of Education, leaving a balance of $124.78. After providing 
for needy schools we have a balance from last year of $31.38, which has 
been equally divided between the General Board and the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

In accordance with the action of this Conference at its last annual 
session, your Board has planned to co-operate with the Sunday School 
Boards of the Arkansas and Little Rock Conferences in projecting a move- 
ment to provide for a Sunday School Secretary for the State, who shall 
devote all of his time to the promotion of Sunday school work. At present 
we assume no financial obligations, except for the payment of the 
expenses of such institutes as we may determine to hold. We hope to 
perfect our plans during the year so that this very important work may 
receive the attention it deserves.

1 REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



Brethren — We have with us the fifty-ninth annual report of the Gen- 
eral Board of Missions, from which we excerpt the most encouraging facts: 
“Our membership on the foreign field now numbers 15,711, with 94 
native traveling preachers and a missionary force of 243, which includes 
67 missionaries who are working under the Woman’s Board. Our total 
receipts for the maintenance of this work weie $436,859.12. • Our collec- 
tions on assessments were $3:26. 243.99, with an increase for the year in 
total receipts of $47,245.99. Twelve annual Conferences paid their assess- 
ments in full for foreign missions. These include 100 districts which have 
paid the assessment for foreign and 77 districts which have met the claims 
for both foreign and domestic mission.-.. During the year 3,133 charges 
have brought up these claims in full — the largest number yet recorded — 
being an increase of 493 over last year. Including amounts paid for 
domestic missions and the contributions of the Woman’s Foreign and Home 
Mission Societies, our Church paid during the past year a little more than 
$900,000 for missions at home and abroad. While this affords no ground 
for boasting upon the part of a membership of oxer one million and a half 
of Methodists, it is, nevertheless, a cause for thankfulness, and should 
prove a stimulus to increased effort.” 

In consonance with the above note of progress your committee reports 
a total increase in the collections for foreign missions of above $1,600, 
$1,000 of xvhich is the increase in collections on the regular assessment. 
We are also happy to report the special efforts made by Batesville and 
Helena to support each a missionary for itself, and to place their pastors — 
Rev. W. M. Wilson of the former and Rev. H. G. Henderson of the latter — 
on the honor roll of missionary endeavor. 

We are sorry to report that our very small domestic missionary assess- 
ment has not been paid; there is. in fact, a nominal decrease from last 
year. The amount on hand— $1,500 — has been appropriated as folloxvs:

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren — Your Conference Board of Education submits the 
following report : 

We note with pleasure the encouraging report which comes to us 
from the General Board of Education, showing an increase in the number 
of students in the schools of our Church and an increased interest in the 
work of our Correspondence School. We heartily endorse the work of the 
Correspondence School and urge all of our undergraduates to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities offered by this school in their courses where it 
is at all possible. 

Galloway College. 

The report from Galloway College is very gratifying. It has an enroll- 
ment already of more than three hundred students. Current expenses are 
all promptly met. The moral tone of the school was never better. The 
crying need of that institution is the liquidation of the debt which has 
so long hampered it, and the provision of additional room to accommodate 
its increasing patronage. 

We recommend: First — That Dr. L. E. Moore and Rev. Fred Little 

succeed themselves as members of the Board of Trustees. Second — We 
heartily co-operate with Rev. D. J. Weems, financial agent, in his efforts 
to relieve the indebtedness of the college. 

Hendrix College. 

We note with interest the fact that Hendrix College has the largest 
enrollment for this period of the scholastic year that it has ever had. 
The work that this school is doing for Arkansas Methodism is invaluable. 
We are handicapped here for the lack of an adequate endowment. On 
account of the large number of beneficiaries in this school there is an 
annual deficit in current expenses of about three thousand dollars. 

We recommend: First — That the Board of Trustees be allowed so 

to alter the charter of the college that four additional members from each 
Annual Conference may be placed on the Board of Trustees. Second— That 
Rev, F 8. H. Johnston, the financial agent, be requested to give all of his 
time, or as much of it as possible, to raising an endowment for this col- 



lege, and that we assure him of our hearty co-operation. Third — That Will 
Stuck succeed George Culberhouse on the Board of Trustees; that W. C. 
Davidson succeed himself, and that Captain George Marchbanks succeed 
W. L. Jeffries. 

Sloan-Hendrix Academy. 

The Sloan-Hendrix Academy at Imboden is doing a fine work. We 
heartily commend Prof. G. J. Evans and his assistants to the people of 
this Conference. We agree heartily with the committee appointed by 
Bishop Galloway at the Tennessee Conference that we need a great col- 
lege for the higher education of our women, to be established somewhere 
in the Central Southern States, and while we feel that our first duty is 
to our own heavily-burdened church schools in Arkansas, yet we ask that 
a committee be appointed from the White River Conference to confer with 
the committees appointed by other Conferences for the purpose of con- 
sidering this matter. 

We cheerfully give our moral endorsement and fraternal co-operation 
and Christian sympathy to the work done by the John C. Martin Educa- 
tional Fund, and we earnestly pray that this philanthropic movement may 
be blessed of God, to the elevation of the negro race through a well-trained, 
educated ministry, and also to the education of the white people residing 
in sections incorporated in the plan. 

We recommend that Rev. Frank Barrett be appointed Secretary of 
Education.

DAVID H. CONYERS. 

Rev. David H. Conyers was born in Tennessee. Tlie date and place 
is not known to me. neither are the names of his parents. He died at his 
father’s home in Tennessee, Hay 0, 1905. lie was on trial in this Confer- 
ence. and wa s making full proof of his ministry when failing health forced 
him to give up all ministerial duties. His best and most abiding work was 
done at Gardner Memorial while junior preacher under Rev. X. E. Gardner, 
He put his life and best effort into that work. At the session of our last 
Conference lie was assigned to Mountain View Circuit. He was soon at 
his post and began at once to build a new church at Mountain View. His 
zeal was beyond his physical strength, and during the cold winter weather 
he exposed himself to the cutting, keen air. and his health began at once 
to rapidly decline. Consumption laid its fast hold on him and the tale 
was soon told. A true man. a promising young preacher, a consecrated 
Christian, a loving son and a loyal, loving follower of our Lord has ceased 
to be among us. We bow in humble submission to Almighty God, who doeth 
all things right and well. We trust and hope to meet him again when labor 
ends and rest begins. -TAS. F. JERNIGAN. 



THOMAS JEFFERSON SETTLE 

Was born in Robinson County, Tennessee, March 21, 1841, professed con- 
version when but 9 years old and joined the M. E. Church, South. He was 
licensed to preach in the year I860. On March 12. 1867. he married Mrs. 
Sarah L. Tones, who died July 17, 1874. August 26, 1875, Bro. Settle was 
again married to Miss Sarah J. Harris, who, with several children, survive 
him and mourn their loss. He died at his home in Poinsett County March 
90, 1905. 

Brother Settle was religiously inclined from early childhood and a 
Bible student all his life. He escaped all bad habits when young, hence 
had no strong bent of mind or strongly entrenched dispositions to overcome. 

He was admitted on trial at the organization of the White River 
Annual Conference,' held at Mt. Zion, Cross County, in 1870. 

He was admitted into full connection at Augusta, Ark., October, 1872. 
and ordained deacon by Bishop Wightman. We failed to find a record of 
his ordination as elder, or location, but he was remitted as elder at 
Searcy, December, 1887, and superannuated at Newport, November, 1897. 

Bro. Settle served from 1861 to 1865 in the Confederate army; was 



wounded in the ankle, which save him considerable pain and inconvenience 
for some time after hostilities ceased. 

The first {Sunday after he returned lit* appointed and held a prayer 
meeting. A man of great faith, strong convictions and unswerving integ- 
rity, he loved his family, his Church and his God. He w*sa close student, 
a cogent thinker, a good writer and a clear and sound theologian. 

His works were circuits and missions, and many are the hard battles 
he fought when, especially in this country, it meant something to be a 
circuit rider. 

We should cherish tin* memory of those heroes of the past, who trod 
down the way and maked out the paths and made possible the work we 
now are able to do. Our heritage is to enter into their labors. May we 
be a> faithful and consecrated as they were. 



REV. J. M. TALKINGTON 

Was born in .Jackson County, Alabama, in IS.'!."), and wa> the eldest in a 
famih of nine children. He was educated in t lie schools of .Jackson County, 
Alabama, and came to White County, Arkansas, at the age of 19. Bro. 
'Talkiugton was married to Miss Sarah A. Wright in 1S50. Bro. Talking- 
ton joined the White River Conference at Mt. Zion in ISTo and was assigned 
to Searcy Circuit, where lie remained three years, after which he was sent 
to West Point Circuit, and thence to El Paso Circuit, and was appointed 
Presiding Elder of Helena District in 1882. He served Beebe Station from 
]sS4 to 1SS(»; served Searcy District from 1S8(5 to 1SSS, and was then 
appointed to '■'earcy Station. His last pastoral charge was Vanndale. where 
appointed to Searcy Station. His last pastoral charge was Vamlale, where 
he remained one year, and. feeling that li is health was rapidly declining, 
requested a superannuated relation. After Conference Bro. Talkiugton 
thought that he had sulliciently recovered^ to work again, and undertook 
to supply West Point Circuit, but lie soon began to fail and continued to 
decline until the end came at liis home in Searcy, October 1. 1905. 

Bro. Talkiugton was a strong preacher. But few men have been more 
successful in leading sinners to Christ than he. 

His funeral was from t lie First Church in Searcy, Ark. The services 
were conducted by liev. Frank Barrett, assisted by Rev. F. A. -Teffett and 
.T. 1). Sibert. His body sleeps in the Wilks Cemetery, awaiting the great 
resurrection, when those who turn to righteousness shall shine as the stars 
forever and ever. 



JULIEN C. BROWN, D.D. 

With the disappearance of -lulien ( '. Brown from among us, passes 
out one of the most striking personalities that has ever been seen among 
the members of the White River Conference. At the very mention of his 
name, his tall and stately form, his classic features and handsome face 
come vividly before us. He was a man upon whom none could look with- 
out being impressed that within him were the elements of superiority. 



Ik* was not a native of Arkansas, though this was the field of his 
largest and most useful activities, lie was born in Seottsboro, Ala., on 
the 6th day of February, 1856. Here he spent his childhood and youth, 
and laid the foundation of his subsequent career as a pulpit orator. He 
was converted w hen not more than sixteen years of age “down in the saw- 
dust at an old-fashioned camp meeting, while the congregation were 
singing some old hymn of Zion: he knew the exact day and hour.’’ 
During the bright and happy days of his boyhood he formed some of the 
most enduring friendships. Perhaps the most beautiful and touching of 
all the glowing tributes that have been paid him was the one from his 
childhood companion, Mr. James Armstrong, editor of the Seottsboro 
( it izen. 

He decided early in life to enter the ministry, and on the 7th day of 
March, 1874. before he was twenty-one years of age, he obtained license 
to preach from the Seottsboro (Quarterly Conference. Huntsville District, 
North Alabama Conference. This same year lie joined the North Alabama 
Conference and was appointed to the Marseille and New Market Circuit 
as junior preacher. 

In July of the following year his mother died and the following were 
her parting words to him: "Ho, my darling boy, preach as long as you 
Jive, and if the Lord will permit, I will be with you in spirit.” lie always 
fell that the loving spirit of his Christian mother was with him. 

He was ordained deacon at Decatur, Ala., on December 17. 1876, by 
j’.ishop McTyeire. The following year he entered Vanderbilt University, 
where he graduated with honors in 1879, taking the Founder's medal for 
oratory. The editor of the "Sunday School Visitor" says: "lie was per- 
haps the most gifted oratoi that ever attended Vanderbilt."’ 

After his graduation lie came to Arkansas, to till out an unexpired 
term of Dr. John \V. Boswell, at Batesville, in the White River Confer- 
ence. 

He was returned to this charge the next year. 1880. This year lie 
married Miss Kate Butler, daughter < f Judge J. W. Butler, of Batesville. 
To them were born two children: Susi<* Wee, who died at the age of ten: 
and Kate M., now twelve years of age and living with her stepmother in 
Helena. 

His next charge was Augusta, where he spent two years ( 18 S 1 - 18 S 2 ). 

He was ordained Flder at Beebe, on December 11, 1881, by Bishop 
McTyeire, who had formerly ordained him deacon. He also received 
the degree of A.M. this year from the Arkansas College at Batesville. 

From Augusta he was sent to Helena, where he remained three years 
(1S8J-1885). During this pastorate and through His personal influence 
was built the magnificent church edifice which stands today a monument 
to his splendid ability, lb* was transferred in 1886 to Missouri and sta- 
tioned in St. Joseph, where he also remained three years (1886-1888). 
He returned to Arkansas in 1889 and was stationed in Ft. Smith, in the 
Arkansas Conference, where he remained another three years (1889-1891). 

In 1890 the degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred uj>on him 
by the same institution which had formerly conferred the A.M. degree. 
It was while he was in Ft v -'"*ith. on February 19. 1891, that his little 
Susie Wee, his only child at the time, was taken. This was a fell stroke 
to the sensitive nature of the sympathetic father. 



Iii 1892 Dr. Brown served West Batesville in the White River Con- 
ference. He transferred thence to Mississippi, and was stationed at 
Friars Point the following three years (1893-1895). On August 11, 1893,. 
death again darkened and desolated his home in the removal of his wife. 

From Mississippi lie transferred back to Arkansas, and was again 
-rationed in Helena, where he spent another three years (1896-1898). 
On December 7. 1S97. he married Miss May Monier, of Helena, a young- 
UuH known for her culture and consecration. She survives him. From 
Helena, and without his knowledge, he was transferred by Bishop Mor- 
rison to the Little Rock Conference and stationed at Central Avenue 
Church, Hot Springs, where he spent four of the most effective years of 
hi- ministry (1 sod- 1902). In this difficult charge of the unique city of 
vapors lie drew large congregations and inspired his Church to the liqnida 
rion of an old and most burdensome and havrassing debt. Here he won 
many ardent admirer* and enthusiastic friends. 

From Mot Springs he \\a- transferred back to the White River Con- 
ference bv Bishop !lo-s, and stationed in .Jonesboro during 1903. Tht 
following year he had a supernumerary relation and resided in Hot Springs, 
where he owned a modest cottage home. A new sorrow came to him thi- 
year in the death of hi- noble father. Judge M. P. Brown. The devotion 
between Dr. Brown and his father was. deep and lasting. The last 
literary production of the gifted son was a most beautiful and touching 
tribute to the deceased and lamented parent. 

At the last session of the White River Conference Dr. Brown was 
restored to the effective list and again appointed to Augusta Station, the 
seat of the last Annual ( onference. At this Conference he challenged 
an investigation cf certain unsavory ru ors that were in circulation 
against him. 

The matter was brought before a committee of wise and good men.. 
and not a mail could be found who knew aught against his character. 
Tt is not impossible for good and great men to become the victims of sus- 
picion and distrust. That Dr. Brown was a man of sincere and lofty 
piciou and distrust. That Dr. Brown was a man of sincere and lofty 
purpose is best attested by the fact that those who knew him best be- 
lieved in him most. He was n timid, modest man, diffident and reserved 
in his manner. "Few knew him well. Many thought he did not care 
to be known: he, however, was unaware that lie appeared that way. The 
poor and those in distress never found him unapproachable — he was' at 
ids best when among them and when in his home.” 

And here, after all, is the real test of a true man. 

Dr. Brown was the embodiment of refinement, true manliness, and 
lofty ideals. All of tlii- was indicated in his genteel but unaffected 
personal appearance, in the expression of his face, in the mellow tone of 
iiis voice, and the pure, rich language that he spoke. 

There was nothing narrow or little in the composition of his being. 
Broad in t lie sweep of bis mind, warm in the deep affections of his heart, 
and unostentatious in Hie acts of. his charity, lie showed that he was a 
man well born and well bred. 

As a preacher lie did not lack any of the elements of a splendid 
orator. 

He attracted the people to hear him and held them with his magni- 





ficent flow of beautiful English. He usually delivered his sermons from 
manuscript, but with a skill that preserved the effect upon his audience 
to a wonderful degree. And while his preaching may have been somewhat 
wanting in unction, something not always lacking in pulpit orators; yet 
T never heard him that I did not feel the force of some great truth 
backed by a great and noble manhood. He never failed to stir within 
me some high and lofty aspiration. One thing that especially impressed 
me in the preaching of Dr. Brown was his freedom from the refined and 
current skepticism of, the day: he seems never to have doubted the 

being or providence of God, nor the integrity of His word. And if he was 
not instrumental in the conversion of many souls he never failed to feed 
both head and heart. 

Tho>c who knew him well loved him. and everybody admired him; 
and though he had his faults, like every other man, there will ever linger 
a peculiar charm and a strange fascination about the name of Julien C. 
Brown. 

He never lived to enter upon the duties of his last charge. After he 
had shipped his goods to that place, but before he himself had gone 
thither, he was seized with pneumonia while on a visit to Helena, his 
wife’s old home: and on Christmas Eve day, 1904, he passed to his reward. 

His funeral was preached by his long-time friend. Rev. .Tas. A. An- 
derson, editor of the ‘‘Arkansas Methodist,” assisted by Dr. H. G. Hen- 
derson. pastor of the Church of Helena, and his body was laid to rest in 
the Elmwood cemetery till awakened by the trumpet call of God’s resur- 
rection angel.
